The bill, as approved by the com ­ 
mittee, is in line by recomm endations 
made by Gov. Preus in his inaugural 
address.

ACTION COUNTY BOARD PROPER 


Latter on Rehearing Set Apart Dist. 
67 from 41 and Rescinded 
Its Former Action 
In the case of the appeal of Consol­ 
idated School District No. 41, of Crow 
Wing county, from an order of the 
county board of 
this county, 
the 
court, Hon. W. S. McClenahan of the 
district court, held in effect that the 
action of the county commisioners in 
giving a re-hearing on the contro­ 
versy and detaching district 67 from 
consolidated district 41 was propel; 
turd that the appeal an brought by 
officers of the board of 41 had no 
w arrant in such 
officers assuming 
such action without authorization of 


the school board. 


M. E. Ryan appeared for Pequot 
district No. 41 and will appeal the 
case, and a transcript is now being 
prepared by Court Reporter Eagan. 
Attorneys for district No. 
67 
were 
F. E. Ebner and Swanson & Swanson. 
A history of the case follows in 
the decision of Judge McClenahan, 
which states in part that in Juno 
1919 the school board of consolidate! 
school district No. 41 petitioned the 
county board to set off and make a 
part of such school district certain 
lands adjacent thereto, including all 
the lands embraced in school district 
67; a notice for a hearing was or­ 
dered by the county board and h ear­ 
ing aet for July 14. 1919. 
On that 
date the county board granted the 
petition. 
No appeal was taken from 
this order. 
On April 3, 1920 a petition was 
flied with the same county board for 
a reconsideration or 
rehearing 
by 
that body of its order of June I i. 
1919. hearing set for June 5, 1920. 
and thereupon 
territory 
embraced 
in such district No. 67 was ordered 
detached from such district No. 41 
and “ formed into a separate district 
to be known as District No. 67." 
On June 28, 1920, a notice of ap­ 
peal from this order to the court was 
served on the county auditor.

W ashington. — President-elect liar* 
ding bus not yet nam ed definitely Hie 
nmu who Is to be his secretary when 
he takes possession of tile W hite House 
in March. 
Gossip has it th a t either 
George C hristian, tile senator’s present 
private secretary, or R ichard W ash­ 
burn Child,* the w riter, who wns at 
Marion most of the p ast sum m er, will 
be tendered the Im portant post. 
Of course, Senator H arding may de­ 
cide on somebody cise. 
W hoever it is 
th at comes to the W hite H ouse as sec­ 
retary to the President, in order lo re­ 
tain ids popularity and his usefulness, 
wilt be obliged to live up to a high 
m ark of tradition. 
T here have been 
some mighty efficient secretaries to 
hold sway—sway is really the right 
word—In 
the offices of the 
W hite 
House during the adm inistrations that 
have passed. 
The memories of a few W ashington 
correspondents go hack to tile days of 
“Lige” Halford, 
who w as secretary 
under McKinley, and of George It, Cor* 
telyou, secretary under tile same Pres­ 
ident and for an exceedingly short 
tim e associated in th e W hite House 
w ith tile Roosevelt adm inistration. 
Loeb W as More Than Secretary. 
President Roosevelt appointed Wil­ 
liam Loeb, Jr., whom he had known in 
Albany while he w as governor of New 
York, as his secretary, ami Loeb in Id 
office through the first and second ad­ 
m inistrations of Roosevelt. 
Loeb was 
som ething more than tile P resident’s 
secretary. 
He w as tile friend and con­ 
fidant of Theodore Roosevelt, More­ 
over, he was allowed to speak for the 
President in m any m atters of moment. 
In other words, if new spaper corre­ 
spondents or senators or representa­ 
tives went to Loeb to find out some­ 
thing, and it w as im possible to reach 
the President to get tile answ er, Loeb 
alm ost alw ays would take it upon him­ 
self to say what w as necessary, 
Mr. Loeb frequently w as the spokes­ 
m an for Theodore Roosevelt, being 
able as he was, through association in 
conferences, to know utmost Invariably 
Just how the President felt on all kind* 
of subjects, and also to know definitely 
enough w hether or not he was Justi­ 
fied In speaking. 
Today Loeb is con- 
nected w ith the w elfare depart' lent of 
the great Am erican Sm elting and Re­ 
fining company. 
When P resident T aft cam e Into of­ 
fice he brought to the W hite House 
with him as hi* secretary Fred W arner 
Carpenter, a young man who had been 
his private seen fury when he was sec­ 
retary of na ar. 
Very soon after he en­ 
tered the W hite H ouse Mr, W artier w as 
appointed m inister to Morocco, and he 
sailed for his A frican post, 
lie was 
succeeded by C harles 1>. Norton of 
New York, and about a year thereafter 
Mr. Norton w as succeeded by Charles 
IX Illlles, also of New York. 
Mr. N orton Is now a vice president 
of a New York city bank aud Mr. m iles 
Is connected w ith a great insurance 
com pany 
in 
an 
executive capacity. 
Hllles, by the way, has been men­ 
tioned as a possibility for a cabinet {xv­ 
iii ti on under the Incoming adm inlxtra 
tion. 
He is the Republican national 
com m itteem an from the state of New 
York mid was exceedingly active In the 
lost political cam paign. 
Tum ulty W ill Practice Law. 
, 
Woodrow W ilson’s secretary is Jo­ 
seph I*. Tum ulty, who had served in a 
like capacity for Mr. Wilson prior to 
his coming to tile W hite House. 
Mr 
Tum ulty came to W ashington w ith the 
President, and in all hum an probabil­ 
ity will leave it w ith him. 
The rela­ 
tion between VV tied row’ Wilson ami T u­ 
m ulty Im close and companionable.

because It is a place which cannot be 
asked for, but w hich m ust be given to 
a man whom the P resident know'* inti­ 
mately, for whom he feels profound 
respect and in w hose Judgm ent he has 
jew ry confidence. T he secretary to the 
P resident can com e about as near 
to undoing the P resident a t It Is possi­ 
ble for a P resident of the United 
S tates to be undone. 
The secretary m ust be- congenial, 
tactful and firm or yielding as she oc­ 
casion demands. He has a hundred po­ 
tential critics every day. 
He roust 
know the status of every person who 
calls at the W hite House, m ust know 
w hat he or she w ants and w hether or 
not the errand of the visitor is of auf 
Relent im portance to require th at the 
President should he seen personally 
by the call°r. 
Everybody who goes to 
the W hite H ouse wants to see the 
President, and therefore it 
Is easy 
enough to see how tactful a secretary 
m ust be when it Is necessary th a t he 
shall tu rn the visitor away with hie 
.wish ungratified.

“Animals have com m itted no crim es 
aga Inst the community,” lie says, “and 
therefore tin* community has no right 
w hatever to give them life sentences 
of im prisonm ent,” 
A very few of the 
larger anim als, he adm its, may affect 
human life injuriously, hut they form 
an infinitesim al portion of tilt- inhabi­ 
tan ts of a zoological garden, 
On the 
other hand, It Is argued that we never 
thought of confining fliest- anim als ho­ 
llered to be the most injurious, namely 
Inserts— and therefore it I- plain that 
“th e punishm ent 
does 
riot 
fit 
the 
crim e.” 
Even lf it were granted that anim als 
an* happier in captivity than in their 
native wilds, this can only be m eant 
relatively, for though protected and 
eared for, anim als in captivity are de­ 
nied the prim al Joys of liberty and fit­ 
ness to environm ent, among such Jobs 
being their jwmer of exercising their 
Suppleness of body or strength of wing 
In graceful movements, and not least 
of all joys, the power of satisfying 
their continual curiosity. 
Much has been done for anim als, and 
much more might he done for the wild 
birds. For the eagles, hawks, condors 
QWL vulture*. LL*- wrSJLX- fegl*. that 


nothing cnn be done. 
He quotes from 
th at great lover of birds, VV. VV. H ud­ 
son, to whom the sight of any bird in 
a cage. be It robin redbreast or bird 
unknown to W illiam Blake, literally 
sets him in a rage. He has some­ 
where described a sermon he heard on 
genius, In which the preacher likened 
the life of the ordinary person to tiiat 
of the canary in Its cage.

him self up and swayed Ids body from
